Cultivating 
Habit Of 


Cleanliness 


VERY intelligent mother 
would lke to succeed at 
teaching her child in good’ 
habits of personal cleanliness, 
for. nesthetic reason as well os 
for health reasons, It takes 
eternal vigilence and patience. 
It’s well to centre the attention 
on the child's washing hls hands 
just before meals and always 
after’ toilet functions. The 
former is. obviously, much 
more enny of ottalnmment than 
the latter. Also It’s desirable 
for the child to learn carly to 
keep his hands away {rom his 
mouth and face, 

In o companionable family 
atmosphere the child over five 
or six can sce the reasons for 
all these ways of cleanliness. 
He cnn sec, for example, that 
any dirt from his hands can 
easily get into his mouth or on 
face if he often lets his 
hands and fingers go there 
unnccessarily, Also he can sec 
that not only the soiling of -his 
face but the mere fingering of 
his face is unattractive to other 
persons or even repellant to 
them. Teachers greatly admired

Good Example _ 

Parents can be potent 
through good personal examples,

SometImes, from 
(our to five pounds are gained 
tach week for—a period of 
seven to nine weeks, ro thot 
each month larger clothes are 
required. 


This mysterious and excessive 


welght galn may begin during 
pregnancy, usually between tho 
fourth and the sixth months, 1! 
may occur ofter cach prignancy. 
UPPER ARMS 

Most/of the welght is located 
on the. upper arms,  walst, 
breasts, buttocks, and thighs, In 
some few cases, the buttocks and 
legs become quite large, while 
the rest ef the body remains 
normal in’ size. Now and then, 
there may bo 
gain over a number of yeara, 

In a group that was studi 
half of the women Increaso 
15 percent. in’ weight and some 
more than 100 percent, 

It would scem that this tend- 
ency rung In familics. Many 
of the women ‘studied had 
mothers who were also o grea 
deat overwelght : 

It has been suggested that 
this rapid increase In welght 
may be duc to some disturbance 
of the part of the brain known 
‘ag. the «hypothalamus, =‘ This 
part of the brain has, 28 one of 
{ts functions, the regulation and 
control of body welght. Just 
what causes this disturbance 
bos not been determined. 

TOXAEMIA OCCURS 

However, It hans been found 
that among women who be- 
come fat after childbirth, 
rertain disorders of pregnancy 
often ‘occur, such os toxacmin 
or polsoning, or . excessive 
vomiting. 

Mt Is also noted that thete 
women seerete large amounts 
of breast milk, and that this 
mitk secretion may continuo 
for some time after the buby 
has, been weaned. Frequently, 
they may also give birth to 
lurge Infants welghing 10 or 11 
wounds, Such babies must be 
viven special care. 

When this xapid gain in 
welght seems to be occurring, 
prompt, treatment by — the 
physician Is advisable to keep 
the welght in check through 
proper dictary regulation, and 
other measures if needed.

Koestler doesn't mention the 
Parallel, of course, Hr is too 
clever a novelist for that, But 
it cannot be missed in this 
Ironic tale of the Slave War. 

Showmen in Roman times 
had problems oven as they have 
today—not entertainment 
but the high wastage of train~ 
¢d gladiators, After all one had 
to die in cach duelt 

And when about 70 gladiators 
went on'strike by running off 
Just before ducls wero about to 
commence, there were more 
.Probiems to be polved. 

The Gladiators 1s the story of 
Crixus, a uninspiring Gaul, and 
Spartacus, who Jead the gladia- 
tors against the Roman State. 

Their ventura began well and 
they founded o -new State with 
visions of making it a Utopia, 

But In Roman times (even as 
today, Mr Koestler?) people 
didn't want a totaliferien para- 
dise.
